(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Today’s Cabinet meeting lasted two 


and one-half hours, and was attended by all the members except Sec- 


retary Shaw and Postmaster-General Cortglyou. Among the impor- 


tant matters discused was the situation growing out of the anti-Ameri- 
can sentiment in Japan and the exclusion of Japanese children from 


the public schools of San Francisco. 


It was stated by a member of the Cabinet after the meeting that 
the general opinion of the members was that the Japanese situation 
is exceedingly grave, and will require the most delicate treatment to 


avoid an open rupture. 


Japan's attitude was pretty plainly stated 
by Ambasador Aoki, who, on behalf of the Mikado’s Government, formally 
demanded that all Japanese in California be given their full rights under 
the treaty of 1894.

While he regretted that there had b een, perhaps, a misunderstanding on the 
part of the Japanese people, the Amba Ssador admitted that personally he con- 
Sidered| the action of the San Franci-c o authorities as a “great indignity,’’ and 
one that was bitterly resented by ever y Japanese. 


As a matter of fact, Japan considers 
the San Francisco incident in the light 
of an actual violation of the treaty of 
1894. This lends a seriousness to the 
sitaation which the Cabinet members 
thoroughly appreciate. While neither 
the Cabinet nor the State Department 
can be expected to admit that there has 
been any violation of the treaty terms, 
it is known that they consider Japan's 
protest well founded. 

At the same time, Secretary Root has 
intimated to Ambassador Aoki that this 
country! expects Japan to apprehend and 
punish ‘those of her people who have 
been engaged in the poaching of seals 
in re waters, and who have not 
been caught by the United States au- 
thorities. Japan has made no protest, 
it is sald officially, against the killing 
of the Japanese recently caught in the

WATERLOO, Ill., Oct. 26.—State’s At- 
tourney Roy E. Gauen said to a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent this afternoon 
that he was confident Renault persons 
were trying to shield the slayer or slay- 
ers of Anton Merlenbach, the farmer 
who died at his home southwest of Re- 
nault last Friday night, three days aft- 
r being struck by a stone. 
Mr. Gauen’s declaration was made 
immediately on his return to Waterloo 
from Renault, where he spent a greater 
part of Thursday night examining a 
number of persons in-an effort to learn 
who killed Merlenbach. Mr. Gauen had 
the witnesses sworn before a justice of 
the peace and put them through rigid 
questioning. 

Sheriff -Ruch accompanied the Prose- 
cutor to Renault, and both will return 
there Monday. Then, the State's Attor- 
ney said, there probably will be several 
arrests. Mr. Gauen went to Renault 
yesterday from Springfield, where he 
has been undergoing treatment tor his 
eyes, and, after a hurried investigation, 
gave it as his opinion that two men 
probably had followed Merlenbach @

whitecaps would get him. Merlen- 
bach, they testified, said he didn't 
Care, 

Schultz Carried a Rope. 

John Schultz. who denied at the 
Coroner's inquest that he knew any- 
thing of the attack, testified that he 
knocked on the window of the saloon 
while Merlenbach was there last 
Tuesday night, and later entered the 
saloon with his coat turned wrong 
side out and a handkerchief over his 
face. He had a rope, too, he said, but 
he denied to the State’s Attorney that 
ne touched Merlenbach. He said he 
left the saloon about %:15 and was in 
bed a few minutes afterward. Other 
witnesses testited that Schultz was 
in Burkhardt’s saloon as late as 10 
o'clock. 

Fred Hendricks testified at the in- 
quest that he was with- Merlenbach 
Shortly before his death, and that 
Merlenbach had told him that John 
Schultz was one of the men who at- 
tacked him. 

Mrs. Theodore Burkhurdt, wife of 
the saloon keeper, was the only’ wo- 
man examined by Mr. Gauen. She was 
a reluctant witness at first, but finally 
turned to her husband with the ex- 
clamation, “Well, Theodore, I guess I 
had better the story.”’
